: THE CROWDED STREETS. 
The streets of the city were thronged early 
in the morning with strangers and residents, 
rto witness the grand pageant, The 
Templars formed early in the morning at their 
yarioas headquarters, and with bands playing 
garched through the crowded streets to the 
place of starting. Along the line of march 
stands had been erected for the use of families

TIRED OF STANDING. 


The crowd on the grand stand became some- 
what fatigued about this time, and many per- 
sons left their seats. The president and hi- 
cabinet, however, gave no evidence of wearis 
ness and retained their positions until,the end. 

The eleventh division made a fine display. 
It was composed of representatives from Min- 
nesota, Kansas, Maryland, Nebraska and 
West Virginia and the grand commanderies 
of Colorado and North Carolina. All marehed 
well, and were applauded as they passed the 
stand. The Maryland delegation was particu- 
larly large and imposing. Its approach was 
indicated by the airs ‘“‘My Maryland’ and, 
“Dixie.” The twelfth division, which 
contained only Cyrene commandery 
of Sioux Falls, Dakota, Geoffrey

The presi- 
dent, however, rather wearied from the ordeal 
of standing for hours in the cold air most all 
the time without a covering to$his head, 
immediately left the stand, and accompanied 
by Jadies of the party, strolled across the lawn 
to the white house. Many strangers sought 


admission to the executive mabsion, but were 


informed that they could not be. received until 
tomorrow. The last commandery passed the 
presidential receiving stand at 6:30. The proe 
cession fulfilled the remainder of its long line 
of march, and was finally disbanded about an 
hour later. 

INTRODUCING THE BOYS. 

One of the incidents at the white house this 
morning was the pregeantation to the president 
of the boy Knights Templar from Louisville, 
Ky. They wore the full dress uniform of the 
commandery,plumed chapeau, baldrick, sword 
etc., and made a very handsome soldierly ap- 
pearance, as they marched into the east room. 
they were accompanied by Justice Harlan 
and were formally presented by him in a short 
address. The president addressed a few words 
of encouragement and compliment to the 
boy’s and shook each by the hand. 
Among the mornings official callers 
were a committee of the National Colored 
Baptist association, receutly held at Indianap- 
olis, which came to present resolutions adopted 
by the association, asking the president to do 
what he could towards suppressing the out- 
rages committed in the south upon the black 
men because of their color. The committee 
was givena careful hearing by the president, 
and departed expressing themselves satisfied 
with the result of their visit.

The Democrats in Control of Indianapolis 
Once More. 

INDIANAPOLIS, October 8.—The city election 
passed off quietly with a very light vote polled. 
The mayor, city clerk, board of aldermen and 
common council were elected.

AN APPELLATE. COURT. 
THE QUESTION IN THE FPISCOPAL 


TWO REPORTS FROM THE COMMITTEE: 
Mr. Z. D. Harrison, of Atlanta, Presents the 
Minvurity Keport—Discussion on the 
Resoluations—The Committees. 


New York, October 8.—When the house of 
deputies of the Protestant Episcopal conven 


tion was called to order by its. president, Rev. . 


Dr. Morgan Dix, he announced that the fol- 
lowing clerical and law delegates had been 
appointed to attend the funeral of Bishop 
Vail, which is to take place in Philadelphia 
tomorrow: Rev. Dr. E. Edwards Beardsley, 
of Connecticut; Rev. Dr. William N. Me- 
Vicker, of Pennsylvania; Rev. Dr. A. Beatty 
of Kansas; R. M. Nelson, of Alabama, an 
Alexander H. Rice, of Massachusetts. The 
committee on the admission of new dioceses 
through its chairman, Rev. Dr. Hanckle, pre- 
sented a report recommending that the house 
give its consent to division of the diocese of 
California and the erection of a new diocesein 
the southern portion of the state. 
sired consent was unanimously given. 
CONSECRATION OF BISHOPS. 

The committee on consecration of bishops 
reported in favor of giving the consent of the 
house to the consecration of Rev. William 
Leonard, D. D., as assistant bishop of 
Ohio and of Rev. Thomas Frederick Davis, 
D. D., as bishop of Michigan, and asked that 
the report be made the order of the day at 2:30 
o’clock this afternoon. Agreed to. Among 
the resolutions introduced and referred was 
one providing for the appointment of 
deaconesses. Another provides that shart 
service be prepared for the use of the colored 
people, that requirements for admission to 
orders modified in the case 
of colored deacons and Presby te- 
rians and that suffrogan bishops of 
the African race may be appointed in dioceses 
where it may be deemed advisable and the 
bishop of the diocese consents. 

This resolution was referred to the speci 
committee on memorials relating to the c 
ored people, and messages from the house éf 
bishops were received, announcing concur 
rence on the action in the house of deputies in 
the report on colored people and the mis- 
sion of new dioceses in Colorado and Oregon. 

THE HOUSE OF DEPUTIES 
then took up the order of the day, which was 
the report of the committee on the judicial 
system of the church. In this report, the 
majority of the committee consisting of J. 8. 
B. Hodges, chairman; C. Stuart Patterson, 
secretary; C. G. Swope, 8. C. Thrall, H. 
Stringfellow, Alfred Mills and Hiil Burgwin, 
state that only two modes exist for obtaining 
the relief of which all seem to admit the neces- 
sity, one is that the general convention 
recommit to dioceses for adoption by them 
the canon for the trial of clergymen, 
making provision both for courts of the first 
instance and for courts of appeal. The other 
is that the general convention change articleé 
of the constitution, and then enact a uniform 
canon for the whole church. The committee 
decided that the first plan would be unbecom- 
ing and undignified in the convention, and an 
unwarrantable interference with diocesean in- 
dependence and practically fruitless The sec- 
ond plan proposed is pronounced the only 
regular, direct and reasonable mode of 
providing a remedy for the  ad- 
mittedly deplorable condition of the 
accent system as to the form which 
the change should take. Two plans have been 
advocated. One was that the general conven- 


tion have power to establish only courts of ap-.. 


peal without interferring with the present 
mode of trial in court of the first instance in- 
stituted by the respective dioceses. The other 
was that the change be unrestrictive, so that 
the general convention may either establish 
courts of appeal only; or, if that be found im- 
practicable or ineffective, it may establish an 
uniform and complete system throughout all 
the dioceses. 

The committee of these two plans finds the 
second the only practicable one. The com- 
mittee recommended that a commission be 
formed to draft two canons for consideration 
in the next eneral convention— 
one providing or a system of 
appellate courts only, and the other for a uni - 
form system of trial in all the dioceses, in- 
cluding courts of appeal. The committee 
formulated and presented a canon covering the 
cuties procedire in the trial of clergymen, ac- 
companying it with an explanation that the 
canon is merely offered to show the lines upon 
which suoh canon might be constructed. The 
committee also presented the following resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved, 1, The heuse of bishops concurring,that 
the third clause of article 6 of the constitution be so

The minority report was signed by James C. 
Smith, of western New York, and Frank H.

They are not 
of opinion that the proper and only practicable 
method of effecting.such a change is by legis- 
lative act] of this y.

They express the belief that each 
diocese is competent to provide for its com 
plete system of judicature, including a suit- 
able court of revision and that the “practical 
difficulties in the way of establishing a court 
of appeal by the general convention, are so se- 
rious that a | cannot be overcome.” 

Mr. Hill Burgwin, delegate from Pitts- 
burg, and a member of the committee, spoke 
in favor of the majority report. 

Mr. Burgwin had not concluded his address 
when the hour fixed for recess had come. 

THE MINORITY REPORT. 

The result of the executive session was the 
immediate confirmation of Rey. Doctors W. 
A. Leonard, of Washington, and Thomas F. 
Davies, of Philadelphia, as bishops of southern 
Ohio and Michigan dioceses respectively.

AN EXPLANATORY STATEMENT OF 
LAST SUNDAY’S DIFFICULTY

I take the most striking feature—the railroad cor- 
poration. A railroad isa private corporation upon 
the one hand; upon the other hand it is a public 
corporation. These two expressions are equally 
true, because each one of therm is applicable to the 
different phases of this question. A railroad coryo- 
ration exercises, by virtue of the charter, a part of 
the sovereignty of the state. It takes private prop- 
erty forits own use upon making compensation 
therefor: it rung its road where it pleases. It makes 
such rules as it sees proper, subject only to the con- 
trolofthe law. It deals with all classes of people, 
aud all havea right to call upon it for its services— 
all have aright to see that it does not discriminate, 
and that its rates shall not be extortionate. The 
ralfroad has been the most powerful factor in Amer- 
ican civilization. They have dissolved every mo- 
nepoly that fate has established in favor 
of ahy section, except two. They have. 
wor | failed to touch the monopolies of sit- 
vation and of climate. With those two excep- 
tidus they have made equal every locality. No 
matter where the product may be produced,.it is 
practically treated as at the door of the consumer. 

tven countries that were sterile, by this natura 
distribution of products, it bas cause to bloom and 
blossom like the rose. It is impossible to estimate 
its powerful effect. Like every other ageney, it 
has not only its bright but its darkside. Like 
everythingelse that comes into being, it brings not 
only its light but its shadows; and the shadow is 
that which in cant parlance is oiteu called the 
‘railroad problem.’”’ There are two reasons 
why that problem Isso complex: First, on account 
ot ita gigantic proportions. Another reason is that 
it falis under two separate and distinct jurisdictions. 
Congress has the power to reeulate commerce 
among the states, and the sia’'es have the power to 
reculate theirinside affairs. The two together com- 
prehend the entire sphereof the question. The 
manifest tendency in the future dealing of this 
question is to an enlargement of the powers of both 
the inter-state commerce commission and of the 
gtate Commissions. A railroad exists in twore'a- 
tions: One apublic corporation with the powers, 
privileges and duties conferred by its charter, hav- 


| ing relations with the public and subicct to covern- 


mental control. In the other, it is not the out- 
growth of philanthropy or the outgrowth of any 
wish or desire to develop the country at the hands 
of its projectors. It is essentially a business 
scheme and a business institution. Whatever 
benefits it brings to a country are incidental, 
The stocks and bonds of these corporations repre 

sent the savings of all classes of people. It repre~ 
sents the accumulations of the merchant prince as 
well as thatofthe widuw and orphan, and they all 
look to these Cividonds for their incomes. 

The propositice involved in these bills is not only 
to deal with these corporations so farasthey affect 
the public, but todeal with them in their inside 
business affairs. Bearthatin mind, Itis not only 
the control, but it is the eharacterof the control, The 
one isan established fact; the otheris an untried 
experiment; an unknown hazerd., 

What do these gentlemen say that these bills are 
intended to accoinplish? To preserve competition? 
To prevent monopoly? Isthatall? No, Why do 
you wish them not to be consolidated? It is to pre- 
vent them from injuring the people of the state at 
large. What weseek is not competition simply, 
but the resnit of competition. 

You want two things; two things only are sonch, 
to be reacheg hy a ijegisiation against corporations. 
Whatare they? First, we wish no discrimination 
in railroad rates; second, no extortion. That is 
why you desire competition. 

Let usrevert to the history of the past and see 
whether or not thatistrue. Has there been a case, 
Mr. Chairman, where two railroads did com- 
pete with each other—two_ pxrallel com- 
petitive lines? LIassert, without the fear of success~ 
ful contradiction, that it has led to one or the other 
ofthese alternativer: First, a ruinous rate war, 
ending in bankruptcy, and thereby injuring not 
only the corporation itself, but the people who pa- 
tronize them. Second, the actual consolidation, 
the bringing of the two together so that they no 
longer compete, resulting, if not inan actual con- 
solidation, in an agreement for a rate 
pool or something of that __ sort, the 
effect of which is, aithough no real combination 
takes place, to produce all theeffectsofone. I as- 
sert that there can be found no case in which those 
resulis have not followed. It is a magnificent 
theory, anda beautiful ene to believein, that if 
competition ean be kept up these results will follow- 

Now, Mr. Chairman, competition is not the ulti- 
mate cond; the object is to control these corpora- 
tions on the line in which the people are intere:ted 
—that is my proposition. To recur: What are we 
interested in railroad transportation? We are in- 
terested in their rates, and in their rates alone. We 
are interested in secing that those rates conform to 
two requirements; first, that they shall not be dis- 
crimitiative; next, that these rates shall not be extor- 
tionate. 

Now, beyond those two things, Mr. Chairman, 
what earthiy interest, what right (putting it not on 
the question of jegal right but above the mere let- 
ters of the law), what right, Mr. Chairmen, have we 
to go beyond that to control them on ihoge matters 
in which the people have no interest Whatever? 
What right have we to become a stoekholder 
in that corporation; not oniy ai s'ock- 
holder, tut a controlling stockholder; not 
only to assist in thetr management, but a controll- 
ing factor in their management; to sny what cou- 
tracts they shall make, and what arrangements 
they shall indulge in, what traffic arrangements 
they sball make withothcr railroads, and what 
stock they shall buy? None, except so far as it 
bears upon the rate question. Why, Mr. Chairman, 
go simply et the sccondary and not at the ultimaie 
resuli? The ultimate result is not simply to control 
corporations. We care nothing for them. That 
18 immaterial whether they are  con- 
irolled or not, unless they are injuring the people, 
and the control would be harmful unless it seouted 
in benefit to both. This bill stops at the question 
ofcontro]l. lsay, go beyond the secondary: go to 
the ultimate, go tothe final question in which we 
are interested and control their rates. 

Mr. Chairman, an argument has been derived 
from the constitution of this state, and the gentle- 
men say to me that those are the general principles 
in which we agree; .but here is the eco«nsti- 
tution of the state that says we shall do 
this. the constitution is not mandatory upon us to 
pass any such legislation. It merely.provides that 
the legislature shall not authorize corporations to 
purchase stock in or assume cuntrol over another 
corporporation if the effect of such legislation be 
to create monopoly or discourage competition, 

Were any such legislation as this asked for in 
behalf of &ny cor tion, then every member 
would be bound by his allegiance t: the constita-

MR. OLIVE, OF OGLETHORPE, 
the author of the original bill, followed Mr. Gienn. 
He spoke for over an hour, and will conclude his

Mr. Olive qnoted at some length from various 
legal decisions to sup his bill. The most im- 
portant decision is one in the Texas supreme court 
reports. Mr. Olive stated that no less than ten 
state decisions had been rendered which supported 
his penitos, A similar decision had been ren- 
dered in England.

Mr. Oiive then elaborated the idea that the 
clause in the constitution which his bill incorporates 
as a basis, was more than the opinion of a 
tew masier minds in the convention—that the con- 
stitution, that section included, bad been ratified 
by a popular vote, 

“They tell us,”’ said Mr. Olive, ‘to wait until an 
overt act is committed before passing any euch leg- 


islation.”’ 

Mr. Olive then Took up the idea that overt acts 
had been committed. e cited the case in which 
the Atlanta chamber of commerce, in 1486, had ap- 
pealed tw the railroad commitsion tor relief against 
the Southern Steamzhip aud Passenger association. 
The commission decided they had no jurisdiction 
over the issues involved.

NO APPROPRIATION. 

The bill by Dr. Felton, te appropriate $15,000 an- 
nually tothe state university, beginning 13891, was. 
lost yesterday in the house. 

The bill, it will Le remembered, was reported 
back favorably by the committce of the whole by a 
vote of 78 to 47, 

Yesterday, howeyer, only 70 yotes could be mus- 
tered for the bill. 

There will hardly be a motion made for reconsid- 
eration, and the resnli yesterday ends the matter so 
far as this legisiature is concerned 

Before the vote was saken Dr, Felton made an elo- 
quent and stirring last appeal. 

No other speeches were made, 

The result is attributed mainly to a general anti- 
appropriation panic that has siezed hoid of the leg 
islature, 

Mrny of those Inclined to go to the extreme of 
voting an appropriation, were shaken by the argu- 
ment that the action was premature, bot going into 
effect until after the next legislature adjourned— 
that they could save themselves from an appropria- 
tion by saddling it on the next legislature—and 
were swept off in the panic. 

Extreme sectional inflnences unitedin under- 
mining ibe goneral support of the bill. 

It happened, in addition to allthis, that a con- 
siderable number of the very strongest supporters 
of the bill were absent,

The Marietta and North Georgia Exten- 
sjon. 

The action of the senate yesterday in 
overwhelmingly voting to authorize the ex- 
tension of the Marietta and North Georgia 
railroad to Atlanta. means that, as far as 
legislation is concerned, this road will soon 
be be relieved of any obstacle in the way of 
such extension. 

Senator du Bignon, in moving the amend- 
ment authorizing the extension to Atlanta, 
made one of the strongest speeches of the 
session iv its support, and his activity in 
the matter entitles him to the gratitude of 
the section of the state directly dependent 
on that road. Senator Rice likewise ac- 
tively interested himself in supporting the 
measure, as did Senators Hall, Whitfield, 
Bartlett, Julian, Strother and others, 
whose good work was shown in the vote, 

The house has always favored this exten- 
sion and there has not been atime in the 
last three years that, on a full vote, it would 
not have authorized it. Mr. Howell press- 
ed the matter vigorously in the last legisla- 
ture, and on every vote succeeded in getting 
@ majority of the votes cast, but the measure 
could never be brought before a house suffi- 
ciently full in attenaance to enable it to re- 
ceive the necessary constitutional majority, 
88 votes. At one time this session the ex- 
tension bill, again introduced, showed a 
strength of seventy votes in the house with 
only forty-three against it and sixty-two 
absentees, a majority of whom would have 
supported it had they been present. It was 
necessary to table the bill to protect it. 

Now that the senate has amended another 
house bill of Mr. Howell’s, by adding to it 
the Atlanta extension feature, it will only 
take a majority of those voting to concur in 
it when it gets back to the house. Thus 
the friends of the measure in the house are 
relieved of the disadvantage of having to 
get a constitutional majority, and when 
they get it upagain the side that shows 
the most strength wins. 

This means that the house will agree to 
the senate amendment, and will wipe out 
the blot that the last legislature left when 
itgrefused to authorize this extension. It 
was a disgrace to the liberal sentiment of 
the state and has been regarded as such 
throughout the state. 

A Great Day at the Exposition. 

Tomorrow (Thursday) will be the first 
really big day of theexposition. Thecheap 
rate of one cent a mile will be in force on 
all the roads; every feature of the exposi- 
tion will be in first class order, and every 
attractive item on the programme of amuse- 
ments will be given that day. 

Besides, it will be the drummers and 
merchants’ day. The grounds will be 
turned over to Atlanta post of the T. P. A., 
who will welcome their friends, the merch- 
ants of the Piedmont states, and will lunch 
them at the Piedmont club house. 

The programme will beafullone. There 
will be in the morning the Wild West show, 
the horse ring, the dairy in operation, the 
balloon ascension, splendid races in the 
afternoon, and at night the first display of 
the great inter-nationai pyrotechnic contest. 

Thursday will be a great day, and thous- 
ands will come in from outside towns and 
cities. We predict acrowd of twenty-five 
thousand people in the grounds on Thurs- 
day. 


A Bad Man’s Grit. 

Very few people whogre acquainted with 
the facts of the case doubt the guilt of 
Father Boyle, now under sentence of death 
at Raleigh, N. C., for a felonious assault 
upon a young lady. 

And yet, in spite of this man’s black rec- 
ord, and the evidence against him, he has 
friends, and a strong effort will be made to 
save him fromthe gallows, The sympa- 
thy felt for him appears to be 
due to his bold behavior when he 
spoke in his own behalf before the sen- 
tence was pronounced. Boyle’s speech is 
said to have been remarkable for its pluck, 
daring and originality. The criminal’s eyes 
fiashed as he denounced the methods of the 
prosecution, and he spoke with such elo- 
quence And energy that he was frequently 
applauded. 

Grit goes along way,eveu with a bad man. 
If Boyle had broken dowm everybody would 
have said that his face showed his guilt. 
But the spectacle of a prisoner in the shadow 
of the gallows—a young fellow, handsome 
and high-spirited, facing his accusers and 
the court, and denouncing them, instead of 
pleading for mercy, made even his enemies 
admire his pluck. 

No doubt Father Boyle deserves to go to 
the gallows, but he is not there yet, and 
some twist in the law—some inexplicable 
change in public opinion may yet save his 
neck.

FRIENDS OF THE ROAD FLANK THE 
OPPOSITION IN 4 CLEVER WAY. 


Mr. duBignon Leads the Fight inthe Senate 
—Mr. Rice's Speech—Mr, Howell Out- 
Generals the Opposition, 

The friends of the Marietta and North 
Georgia railroad have about triumphed at 
last. 

They have defeated the opposition by a flank 


' movement which is one of the neatest pieces 


of leg’slative werk that has ever been put 
through the general assembly, 

When Mr. Howell, of. Fulten, who was 
leading the fight for the road, in the house, 
saw that the bill had a majority of the attend- 
ance every time the question came to a vote 
and only failed to pass because it lacked a few 
votes of a majority of the whole 
house, he set to work another way. 
He pushed another bill, amending the charter 
of the Marietta and North Georgia railroad, 
by authorizing it to extend its line. This was 
the caption and the bill itself provided for 
extension of the line from the upper end to 
connect with the Tennessee line to Knoxville. 
This was a proposition which even the ene- 
mies of the road could not oppose, and the bill 
passed the house without difficulty. Then it 
went to the senate, where it was passed. 

With an amendment. 

And that amendment is the thing that will 
undo the wrong that has been done north Geor- 
gia in heretofore refusing this extension. It 
simply gives the road the right te build from 
Marietta to Atlanta. 

The bill now goes back to the house for its 
concurrence in the senate amendment, but 
concurrence requires only a majority 
of those present, and the bill 
always has had a majority of the 
attendance of this house. In short the majority 
has put itself in position to have its way. 


DuBignon and Rice to the Rescue, 
President duBignon ted the fight. 


Calling President Protem Dupree to the 


chair he took his place on the floor and called 
up the bill. When it had been read he offered 
his amendment letting the road into Atlanta 
and supported it with the ringing speech 
which follows: 

Mr, President: The purpose of this bill isto em- 
power this corporation toextend its fline from Ma- 
rietta to the city of Atlanta. This siatement sug- 
gests at once all that has been said against in its 
favor and all that has been urged against it. We 
are advised that a similar effort by an independent 
measure has hitherto been made and thata bill to 
the s:me effect is now pending in the 
other vrench of tho general yong 
We are also advised and I violate no rule 
of propriety in stating it upon the floor of the sen- 
ate that upon the occasion of the effort a majority 
of representatives present sanctioned it with their 
vote. Thatit failed to receive a constitutional 
majority has in no way shaken my deep conviction 
that the power asked jor should be given and that 
its witholdment is a palpable wrong and injustice, 

The only objcction which has been and which I 
take it, ean be urged against this proposed legisia- 
tiem, is a fear perchance thatit will impair the value 
of the state’s properly—the Western and Atlantic 
railroad. I must confess, Mr. President, that Il ean 
bring but little patience to the discussion of this ob- 
jection, nor wonld I be understood as tailing to ap- 
preciate its value to the state. lf it be not the El Dos 
rado, whicha too fervid declaration has but re- 
cently piotured it, nevertheless, it isa magnificent 
possession, capable of being used in the accomplish- 
ment of great good to the people. If my Gisposition, 
Mr. President, has never led me to enter the lists 
with those who aspire to the glittering distinction 
of being termed a watch dog of the treasury, I can 
at least point with confidence to my 
humble record in either house to sustain 
the assertion, that at no time and upon no gnestion 
was I ever indifferent toa conservative and econo- 
mical administration of her financial affairs, But 
ina policy which seeks to build up the material 
interest of the state at the expense of her humblest 
citizen, much lesson that of an entire section isa 
narrow anda false economy. Werejl discussing it, 
sirasan abstract proposition controlled by presi- 
dents and influenced by a well deiined lezisiative 
policy I could sustain my position upon every prin- 
ciple which should govern sagacious public con- 
duct. Whatever bethe form of government, the 
state in its true purpose is alone for the citizen. 
Every violation of this principle is an evil, and the 
measure of the evilis the degree of the viol:tion. 
That condition of the sate is best which stimu- 
lates individual energy aud by equal laws 
bolds all social forces in tranquil harmony. That 
condition of the state is best in which the indi- 
vidual is never lost in the institution, but in which 
the institutions are made to strengthen and up- 
build the individual. These principles constitute 
the very essence of a sound civie morality, and 


they underlie and support the structural basis of 


our zgovernment, 

“But, sir, when we consider the objeciions which 
have been urged against this legtsiation in the 
lignt of our daily practices, by the letter and spirit 
of ovr constitution, the fundamental law of the 
land, the ineonsistency which opposes it is bold 
and plaring indeed. 

“With the spirit of your constitution almed 
against monopolies, there are yet those who 
would nurture at the _ state’s breast the 
mammoth monopoly of the age, It has been 
said though that the state aided in the construction 
of this roud asa feeder to its own, and therefore, it 
should never compete withit. If this be true I can 
only say thatthe road has outgrown the purpose 
for which it was built. Strangle it if you will at 
Marictia the markets of the west are open to it, and 
traftic which should find its wayto Atlanta, and 
which would seck the water rates of your own sea- 
ports of Savannah and Brunswick, will find its way 
through Knoxville to Norfolk. You cannot force 
and tetter commerce by such a restrictive policy, 
nor should the effort be made. Let it be, sir, as free 
as the air we breath, ‘twill range creation 
over and return upon the four winds of beayen to 
bless the land with plenty. 

But, Mr. President will be seriously dented that 
the proposed extension will add greatly to the state’s 
material wealth. Who will it benefit? Fir.t, you 
will answer, perhaps, Atlanta. Wel!, sir, what in- 
terest is there in the state which is not to some ex~« 
tent connected and identified with Atlanta’s pros- 
perity? What property anywhere more than that 
in her own borders contributes more handsomely to 
tive ctate’s annual revenues. Hejrpeople devoted to 
her own interests are loyal to every interest of 
Georgia, The flourishing capital of a proud com- 
mon wealth is rapidly becoming a great metropolis 
ofthe country. We may feel assured as we watch 
her growth that the same spirit of energy and en- 
terprise which has built up in gpher 
limits a progressive, intelligent, industrious 
and Christian citizenship will transfuse itself 
throughout the state, making as it goes a prosperous 
and a happy people. But. sir, there is another sec- 
tion of the state that will be greatly benefitted by 
this legisiation. It is the section, sir, through 
which this road passes, and which is seeking here 
upon the floor of its own legisiature the poor privi- 
lege of being allowed to develop and.expand its 
inviting resources. It isa section, str, npoa which 
nature with a generous hand has be-towed her 
choicest gifis. Nowhere does the sun shine forth 
with a more peerless majesty; nowhere dw the stars 
beam dowu witha more holy lustre. Health lives 
in the breezes, and plenty comes teaming from the 
soil, Euriched as it is with these great ovjects, 
acres upon acres .of uptouched mineral wealth, 
that await to kiss for the first time 
the suniizsht that is above it; hilis 
and valleys that laugh with their fatness are papu- 
lated by a bomeogeneous and tarifty people—a peo- 
ple whose energies and aspirations receive no chill 
from the dark cloud which obscures the future of 
less fortunate sections of our state. They are a peo 
ple sir, whose loyalty to the state caumotgbe ques- 
tioned. They were tried in the severe crucibie of 
war and with scarcely more at stake than the main- 
tenance of an abstract zove'ementai principle, 
they aitested amid numberless scenes of danger and 
of death an unswerving fealty to her sacred soy- 
ereguty, Will you, senators, in fibis, the hour of 
their hope, when their yguickened energies and 
their rich resources with outstretched ladened 
hands are beckoning them onward to a marvelous 
future, deny them what you daily grant to all oth- 
ers? I am unwilling to believe that this amendment 
will find se: ious resistanes bere.

Senator Rice took the floor against the mo- 
tion to recominit. 

“I don’t believe it would be right to recom- 
mit this bill,” said he. .“‘There are a great 
many reasons that could be given why it 
should not be done. 

“This railroad, ifit amounts to. anything, must 
come to some commercial center at the time when 
they are completing the whole line. 
They are now i gy 1t to Knoxville, 
and its trade will be taken to Knoxville and out of 
Georgia, I want to pars this bill today that this 
line may come here and make a through com- 
peting line to the south from Cincinnati and the 
west. The senator speaks of parties not having 
visited his country. I have had the houor to visit 
h's country and I am fully educated§upon its neces- 
sities. Itisa great couniry and a great people. 
admire and like them; Iam a friend to his town, 
and ho knows it. I have given my voce 
at all times in favor of the best and 
biggest institution in his place, and 
I sak that he withdraw his motion as it hampe# 
the discussion of this bill. Itis now upon its pas 
sage, and if ed will accomplish the purpose 
desired, and recommittal will only delay it. 
Our time is being exhausted, it pnts business back 
unneccessarily. Ji it lies there a number of days we 
don’t know that it will ever .be passed. t has 
friends here now who will yote for it. We bave 
had a precedentin the Macon and Birmingham 
tailroad where we would not force 
the railroad to build to certain towns; 
we have stood by it in the railroad 
committee and in this senate, we have repeatedly 
refused to vote against the charterof the Atlanta 
and Lithonia railroad to come into this city on the 
Georgia the same as this, We gave them the right 
to come; should we not give this road the right to 
come? Postponement would dono good. Thegen- 
tleman is as well prepared today to exercise his 
judgment as be ever will be this session. I want to 
say a few things, but his motion cuts off discussion, 
1 ask the geritleman to withdraw his motion.” 

Senator Boyd said he did not wish to cut off 
debate, and Senator Bartlett relieved the situ- 
ation by a motion to recommit with instruc- 
tions favorable to the bill and duBignon 
amendment. This brought up the whole 
question, and Seoator Rice went on,— 

“IT am perfec'ly willing to accept the amendment 
of the senator from tbe first (duBignon). You have 
conterred on the Atlanta and Lithonia railroad ex- 
traordiuary privileges, beyond what this charter 
asks, If it was right to put that on the Georgia raii- 
road, it is right to put it on the State road. Weonly 
ask the privilege of building this road to Atlanta 
upon some other right of way than that ofthe Wes- 
tern and Atlantic railroad, 

“This city has paid its part—an enormous amount 
—to the revenues of the state, andthe state’s own 
constitution does not favor monopoly of any kind. 
This road never can give the people on its line such 
rates as they should have until it reaches Atlanta 
and becomes a competing line, They are now 
stopped at Marietta, and caunot compete for the 
business of this terminus, They never can thrive 
as they ought to until they get to Atlanta and get 
terminal advantages, It isa very hard struggle; its 
friends haye stood by it manfully. I stand ready 
to aid anything that will help the 
senator’s country, but ihis proviso will 
hamper the bill so that it willdo neither him nor 
us any good. Anything I could doto favor the 
senator’s railroad in the way of my votes, my as- 
sistauce, my voice, my influence, and even I would 
go farther and say my purse, I woulddo. I ask the 
senator, out of friendship for this place, that he 
will not try to force this measure ee this bill at 
thistime. If he has any other method by which he 
can aid his company and railroad, he knows that I 
will give him my vote and my speech if it 1s worth 
anytbing. 

“We will turn trade into Georgia from East 
Tennessee. They court this trade from this 
road and turn our. business, developin 
Tennessee into Georgia. Let this _ railroa 
come to Atlanta and the seaboard and wherever 
they see fit, and donot hamper it, I have never 
voted against allowing a railroad charter, and I 
don’t iutend to, I want évery,raiiroad built for the 
benefit of the people. 

“I think this road ought to have this privilege. 
It comes toacity that builds up ber manufactories 
that live for the state. Their vast value is taxed 
and the revenue goes into the coffers of Geor- 
gia. This city contributes something like one- 
thirteeuth of the taxes of the state. Would 
it be right totellus we shall not build eighteen 
miles of road irom Marietta?’ 

“Don’t you believe the Dahlonega branch would 
increase Atlanta’s commerce ?”’ said S: nator Boyd, 

“I do; but 1 am afraid this company is not strong 
enough to build both atthe same time. I under- 
stand it is a struggle for them to get through from 
Knoxville to Atlanta, I don’t believe they can get 
the money to build the branch now. I think that 
later ~~ can—Il1 don’t know their finances. I 
think the proviso would be very wrong. 
It would do us no good. and him no 
good. There are a great many other ways to 
build that road to Dahlonega. Isee in THE Con- 
STITUTION that the Richmoud and Danville road is 
going to extend from Gainesville to Dahlonega, 
That will necessitate another line to get business, 
Every ratiroad brings another and with anotber 
comes wealth,” 

“If itis built from Dahlonega to Gainesville that 
will put the business of our sectionin reach of 
—— and Augusta would it not?’ asked Senator

“If our merchants were not able to compete with 
Athens they would lose the trade,”’ said Senator 

“but I stand here in the firm be- 
lief that the merchants of this 
city will be equal to any emergency and any com- 
petition from any market. They have always had 
the ability and the tact to do so against the compe- 
tition of all cities, and in my opinion they will 
always doit,even thouch the competition should 
come from Athens and Augusta,”’ 

“Is mot your prosperity due to railroads?’ said 
Senator Boyd. 

“l agree with that. Railroads are gooa things, and 
I am for your railroad, but I ask you not to kill this 
road by trying to get yoars at the sametime. There 
is meritand justice in this thing, and It ought to pass, 
Let the people who are seeking an outlet for their 
timber andiron and marble, haye this privilege. 
It is pow unable to compete with other sections on 
account offreight rates. It is local freight added to 
through freight, which makes the price too high. 
While I would not be willing that this railroad 
should go ou the right of way of the Western and 
me railroad, Iam satisfied they will never do

NEW YORK STOCKS 


Ktocks as Reported at the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, October 5.—The stock market pre 
sented stronger front today. The change for the 
better in the monetary situation was the most im- 
poitant factor in this improvement, and tonay most 
of the business done was at 6 to 7, though loans 
were made as high as 8 in the forenoon and as low 
as 4, toware the close. The London market was all 
higher for Americans this morning, but the opening 
here was very > age and while the Northern 
Pacific was up %, the Jersey Central was down 1. 
The trusts early showed considerable strength, but 
there was yet severe pressure upon the Atchison 
and the Grangers, in which coal siocks sympathized 
and the Jersey Central made a 
material decline in early dealings, Full force was 
brought to bear upon the grangeis after {11 o’clock 
and Burlington especially felt attack severely. 
The attack upon stock had appearance of drive to 
buy upon, and while considerable long stock eame 
out on the decline, there is reason to believe that 
heavy lots aimed at, which have been accumulated 
upon later, was not forthcoming, Talk of the 
issue ofa large amount of incomes to come ahead 
of stock helped to keep the flow of long stock going. 
When the pressure was removed the rebound was 
sharp, and before noon a portion of the loss had 
been regained. The demand from the shorts made 
an active and strong market for the time being, and 
operators for a rise who have held aloof for 
gome time back were encouraged to again take 
hold though their purchases were made with 
much cautious. Chicago turned up as a buyer of 
stocks, and this was accepted as evidence thatspec~ 
ulation was changed for the better. In the upward 
movement there were some very sharp advances 
made among the specialties and San Francisco pre- 
ferred, which had sold down to 53 from 59%, last 
evening, recovered'to 58. Cotton oil displayed the 
most positive strength and followed by sugar. Ma- 
terial advances were made before the close of busi- 
ness. Burlington did not quite recover its loss of 
2% percent, but closed only a fraction below last 
night's price. The upward movement continued 
throughout the afternoon, and while there was 
some taking of profits, which carried some stocks 
down filightly below the best figures, the 
market closed quiet and strong at or 
near the highest prices of the day.

In response to the bullish advices sent already by 
the bulls yesterday predicting serions damage to the 
crops by frosts, Liverpool opened firmer for futures 
atau advance of 1-6id throughout the list, and a 
further improvement in prices was recorded in the 
late trading, and the closing was firm with prices 2@ 
8-6id better than yesterday's figures. The market 
for spot cotton ruled quiet and steady at 1-161 de- 
cline of 1-16d with sales of 10,v00 bales, middling 
now being quoted at 6 5-16d. It was naturally ex- 
pected that in response to these generally encourag- 
ing dispatches our market would open buoyant at 
the advance, but as no reports were received of frost 
having occurred last night throu shout the cotton 
belt it opened quiet and barely steady at yesterday’s 
final figures. After sagging off a point during the 
call, telegraphic advices from the south began pour 

ing in reporting heavy frosts as having occurred 
during the night throughout Alabama and ‘he Car- 
olinas, There was also reports ofice having formed 
in some places in South Carolina, The shorts be- 
came alarmed over these reports and rushed to coy- 
er.

The Wounded Woman Helped Into Court—

stabbed six weeks ago by ker husband in Grant 
park, refused yesterday to testify against the man 
who has attempted her life three times

while she was with another man, and plunged his 
knife again and again into ber body. ~

A few minntes before the time appointed for the 
the trial Mrs. Patterson was led into the court room. 
She could hardly walk, even with the help of 
the crutches which supported her, and her pale 
face showed the suffering she has en. 
dured since the evening she visited Grant park 
She sank back intoa chair immediately in front of 
the judge's desk, evideriily exhausted by the exer- 
cise she had made in reaching the court room. 

All her weariness left her, however, a few minutes 
later when the side door of the court room opened 
ana her husband wasiledin. As be came near her 
an expression of fear came over her fuce 
which never left it again while he was in the 
room. The prisoner was given a chair next Mr. R. 
J. Jordan, bis counsel, a jew yards to one side of his 
wife. He looked nervous, and his black eyes snone 
with excitement. He also showed his anxiety by 
constantly raising his bands to the collarof his 
flannel shirt. His eyes kept wandering towards his 
wife with an expression divided between menace 
and entreaty. All the time the jury was being 
chosen this interchange of glances was kept up. 

When the jury bad been swornip, Mr. O'Bryan 
dismissed all the witnesses in the case except Mrs. 
Patterson until today. He then told Judge Ciark 
he was ready to go on, and called his main witness 
to the chair, 

As soon asshe was seated Mr. Jorden rose, and, 
looking at her hard, said: ‘I wish to tell Mrs. Pat- 
terson that there is no law requiring a wiie to bear 
yap against her husband unless she wishes to 

0 so."" 

“That is undoubted:y a fact,” admitted Mr. 
O'Bryan. Then he turned to the witness and said 
“Whatis your name?”

He took a seat beside her, and while Juige Ciark 
was charging the jury he put his arm around her 
chair, so that it touched her, and whispered some- 
thing in her ear. 

The case will go on today. Prosecutor O'Bryan 
thinks he can prove his case without Mrs. Patier- 
son's testimony.
